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TRIO SHOOTS 2 DETECTIVES 


Italians Fell Pélice in North 
Side Battle in Dark. 


ONE OFFICER MAY DIE. 


Attack at 4:30 Without Provocation; 
Police Fight as They Drop. 


Patrick J. Quinn and John W. Wren, city 
detectives, were shot down by three Itelians 
at 4:30 a. m. today, and it is feared that Wren 
will not ‘live. 

The shooting occurred on Townsend street, 
near Chicago avenue, and followed the ac- 
costing of the trio as suspicious characters 
by the policemen. 


Trio Opens Fire at Once. 

Quinn and Wren, who are connected with 
the Chicago avenue police ‘station, were 
walking south along Townsend street, were 
as they neared Chicago avenue they met the 
three Italians. 

The policemen calied on the men to halt. 

* We are detectivesand want to know what 


you fellows are doing here at this hour,” 


said the officers. 

Hardly had the words left the speaker's 
lips before the three Italians drew guns and 
began to shoot. 

Wren Falls With First Shots. 

Wren went down with the first two shots, 


‘both bullets striking him in the abdomen. 


Quinn was next to fall, but he was not 
badly burt, being hit in the foot. 

Both officers, as they fell, pulled their re- 
volvers and returned the fire. It is said that 
a dozen shote were exchanged. 

The Italians, seeing the policemen fall, 
took to their heels and disappeared in the 
dark. 

The noise of the battle brought policemen 
and residents to the scene, and the injured 
men were taken to ‘Passavant- hespital. 
There it was said that Wren’'s condition was 
critica}. 

Quinn says he is sure that they hit one of 
the Italians, but no trace of the policemen’s 
assailants had been found an hour after the 
fight. | 

Vigorous Search for Trio. 

All reserves in the vicinity of the Chicago 
avenue station, and al) officers that can 
possibly be gotten hold of at this hour are 
being called into service, and a vigorous 
search is being prosecuted for the trio. 

Quinn lives at 674 Orleans street and is un- 
married. Wren resides at 17 Chestnut street 
and has a wife and family.

GIFT OF MILLIONS 
TO LAST FOR AGES} 


Adviser Reveals Real Purpose 
and Scope of John D. 
Rockefeller’s Unique 
Foundation. 


PERPETUITY IN CHARITY. 


In Times to Come Wealth Will 
Be Ready for Good Causes 
Which May Not Yet Be 

Conceived Of. 


New York, March 8.—[Special.}—In the or- 
génization of the new Rockefeller founda- 
tion John D. Rockefeller had in mind the 
purpose of perpetuating a gigantic structure 
to aid in the advancement of the human race. 
It can give of the countless Rockefeller 
millions to any cause, educational, medical, 
or what not, as long as money is needed or 
there is a good use for it. The foundation, 
hundrede of years from now, will de able to 
contribute to uplifting causes and inetitu- 
tions perhaps now never conceived of. It can 
meet any condition or emergency. 

Simultaneously with the first explicif state- 
ment of the scope and purpose of the gigantic 
corporation came the announcement of John 
D. Rockefeller Jr. that he had retired from 
the directorate of the or Oil company 
to devote all his time to the management of 
his father’s benefactions. 


Reveals Oi] King’s Plans. 

Frederick T. Gates, John D. Rockefeller’s 
chief adviser in matters of benevolence, 
gave. out the statement revealing the oi} 
king's plane and purposes, 

“The newspapers came near mibsing the 
chief point,” said Mr. Gates. ‘“ This plan 
by which Mr. Rockefeller hopes to benefit 
humanity through all coming time has been 
under consideration during two years. | 

“ He and his advisers have learned some- 
thing from experience and something from 
observation about the guidance of large Bifts 
to philanthropy by a dead hand. When a 
man gives or bequeaths a large sum for this 
or that object, specifying just how It shall ba 
used, it is likely to happen, as it has hap- 
pened. so many times In this country, Italy, 
France, England, and elsewhere, that in half 
a century or less one of two things may have 
taken place—the charity or philanthropy to 
which the money has been given will not 
need it or not deserveit, but it has the money 
still, with nothing to do with it for the ben- 
efit of humanity, or is abusing it and the 
origina! giver’s purpose. 

“Much of the time of the British pariia- 
ment is taken up with the undoing of just 
such bequests, but in this country there is 
no reriedy. [Mr Rockefeller has endéavored 
to avoid such a situation by giving his 
money, whatever sum it may be, to the keep- 


ing of a self-perpetuating corporation; which 
shall have power to use it for whatever ads 


vances the human race. It can give to any 
cause and it can take it away. 


Needs of Humanity Changing.  .- 

* Conditions continually are changing and 
the needs of humanity with them. Suppose 
a man in the fourteenth century: had left 
a large amount to be used for a specifie pur- 
pose in the twentieth century. It might not, 


“| and the chances are it would not, be any use 


at all because of the change in conditions 
and needs. -What Mr. Rockefeller purpuses is 
for his money to be used at all times tocome 
as the then existing conditions may require. 
the determination of those conditions and 
needs being committed, not to a “dead 
man,’ but to men living in those times.” 
Mr. Gates explained this was a subject upon 
which Mr. Rockefeller had been thinking 
many months, and the outcome was that the 
foundation would be something absolutely 
new in philanthropy. Here he injected a re- 
mark to the effect that if the newspapers 
made generally known the scheme of the 
feundation and its management it would set 
wealthy men to thinking on the subject and 
might do good in revobutionizing the charac- 
ter of large bequests to public enterpriges. 


Earthquake as Illustration. 
Mr. Gates gave an illustration of the flexi- 
bility of the foundation's powers. 


“Suppose,” said he, “ther@ is @ great 
ens of thou- 


be done with an ordinary gift or bequest.” 
Mr. Gates said that when the framers of 
the Gallinger bill creating the foundation 
used the expression, “ advance the civiliza- 
tion of the people of the United States,’’ etc., 
they had in mind civiligation ag expressed in 
these phrases: ‘Means of subsistence, 
progress in government, language, and lit- 
erature, philosophy and science, art and re- 


finement, and morals and religion.’’ 
By the terms of the foundation fheorpora- 


tien act the corporation would be able, and 
was, in fact, designed to advance al] of 
these, beginning first in the United States and 
finally encompassing the human race, Mr. 
Gates said. The benefits of the founda- 
tion, he declared, would be distributed by 
preference in the order named: The United 
States, ite dependencies, and finally al! the 
world. 

As proof of the fact that Mr. Rockefeller 
has for many months been thinking of this 
plan of philanthropy attention was called 
today to a statement of his made a year ago. 
He then sald: 

“TI always have held the hope that during 
my life I should be able to establish efficiency 
in giving, so that wealth may be of greater 
use to present and future generations.” 


Real “Trust in Philam Asa 

A friend of Mr. Rockefeller said was 
seeking in the foundation to establisha trust: 
in philanthropy as he had founded an oil 
trust, and that he hoped eventually to lessen 
the duplication and dissipation of effort in 
giving. The opinion was expressed that the 
day would come when there would be at 
least a working agreement cementing. the 
Rockefeller, Sage, and Carnegie foundations, 
if not an actual combination of them. 

The Rev. Dr. W. W. Bustard, pastor of 
the Rockefeller church at Cleveland, O., de- 
clared in Boston tonight that Mr. Rockefeller 
had expressed to him the belief that wealthy 
men should form a congress for the proper 
distribution of their surplus wealth th: ough 
charitable channels, and he quoted the oil 
king as saying: 

“There will come a time when America 
will have such a congress. Then such men

$95,000 ASTOR DIVORCE FBI 


Colonel on Eve of Wife's inal 
Decree Entertains ‘Simply.’ 


‘400° NO MORE; IT’S ‘150’ NOW 


Five Parts to Function Given in New 
Fifth Avenue Mansion. 


New York, March 8.—[Special.}—Col. John 
Jacob Astor gave a notable entertainment 
tonight. It marked the eve of the granting 
of the final decree of divorce obtained by Mrs. 


| Astor. It also celebrated the completion of 


the rebuilding of the famous Astor residence 
at Sixty-fifth street and Filth avenue, by 
which the two Astor houses are made into 
one. : 

In the simple matter of expense—simple at 
leaat to Col. Astor—the night's entertainment 
chaltienged attention. There have been sev- 
eral more expensive affairs’in New York. 
The Astor evening was made a matter of 
seeming simplicity. There were no flam- 
boyent decorations. Nothing but 140 dozen 
roses and a few incidental palms and ferna 
Simplicity also ruled in the matter of the 
er and the fact that they cost $18,000 and 

he entire evening’s pleasure probably cost 
more then $25,000 was a mere incident. 

The generous hospitality extended by Col. 
Astor on the night before his divorce ex- 
tended even to the coachmen, the footmen, 
and the chauffeur, and each was provided 
with a ticket calling for a 50 cent lunch from 
wagons outside the house. 


Divided Into Five Parts. 

It was really an evening’s entertairment 
divided into five parts. First came the din. 
ner. From the conclusion of the dinner until 
a half hour after midnight there was dancing. 
Besides this, more théan one~half of the colo 
nel's guests had their carriages and autd 
cars waiting and rushed to the Calico bal! 
at Sherry‘s, where they let their presence be 
known, and then rushed back to the Astor 
mansion. Then came supper and as a¢'imax 
the ootillon, led by Harry Lehr and Mrs. M. 
Orme Wilson. * 

The entire, house was at the disposal! of the 
guests, who wandered at will through the 
conservatory, the art gallery, the broad hall- 
ways and corridors, where a buffet lunch was 
waiting at every hand, and in which three 
orchestras were keeping the feet of the guests 
tingling with a desire forthe ballroom. 

There were 150 guests. Under the oid 
régime the two Astor houses, with a con- 
nection of one door between them, often 
have greeted more than 600 guests, but 150 
appears to be the new number. 


Astor Presides at Center Table. 


Col. Astor presided at an oblong table in 
the main dining room to the left, with two 
larger round tables on either side. In the 
center of each of the round tables was a 
round plot containing five dozen bride roses, 
with a few ferns and Hiles of the valley. 
There was in evidence a great renovation 
of furniture, and few of the pieces declared 
to be time worn and of little value when 
Mrs. Astor's estate was being appraised were 
in evidence. The gilt chairs the appraiser 
valued at $2 each weré In the dining room, 
the hall, and the ballroom. 

It was not until about midnight that the 
guests began to gasp with astonishment. 
Then the cotillon began and the favors ap- 
peared. The most costly of these were the 
French parasols presented to the women. 
They had been made to order and were hand 
carved upon *the finest of woods, with long 
handles. and of silk.of every color. 

Guests never estimate ‘the cost of such 
trifies, but a few outsiders valued the para-

Ballroom Kaleidoscope of Color. 


Both mén and women were provided with 
pompadour ribbon scarfs and sashes fringed 
with gojd and silver, and as quickly as they 
were wound about the shoulders of the 
dancers the ballroom became a kaleidoscope 
of coler at $15 per color. 

Brase bells were among the favors given 
the men and they were kept ringing merrily 
so that at times the orchestras had difficulty 
in letting it be known that they still were 
at work. The Gardenia boutonnieres given 
the men were artificial, bat they were per- 
fumed in a manner to put nature to the test 
to keep even. 

The directoire mirrors that were among 
the favors for the women were two feet in 
length, the handles of satinwood, and with 
seventy-five of them flashing back the lights 
of the ballroom from al) angles they provided 
a figure of dazzling brilliancy.

MOB YANKS NEGRO 
FROM COURTTODIE 


Texans Invade Dallas Hall of 
Justice and Hurl Victim 
to Avengers in the 
Street Below. 


KICK HIM INTO ETERNITY. 


Aged Prisoner Had Assaulted a 
2 Year Old White Girl; Black 
Man Leads Lynchers; 
Others Escape.

Dallas, Tex. March &8. — [Special.)— 
Snatched from before the bar of just:ce, 
where his trial on the charge of criminally 
assaulting a 2 year old white child was abuut 
to begin, Allen Brooks, an aged negro, was 
lynched today by a mob of 5,000 men. 

Brooks was seized in the courtroom by 
15 leaders of the avenging mob and was 
tossed through a window to the main body, 
which waited like a pack of ravening wo'ves 
for their prey, in the street below. His bro- 
ken body was dragged through the streets 
and he was hanged to the Miks’ arch, hig% 
above the heads of the avenging citize 1s. 
The mob was led by an old negro. 

With it all hardly a loud word was spoken, 
not a shot was fired, and above the dull mur- 
murings of the mob could be heard the aged 
negro's piercing shrieks for mercy. 


Mob Seeks Other Negroes. 
After Brooks was hanged Dallas for near'y 
three hours wasn the hands of the mob. 
The jail was stormed and death was threat- 


ened to three other negroes, held on charges |

vain the mob dispersed. 

The crime for which Brooks paid the per- 
alty today was one of the most bruta! in he 
history of Dallas. His victim is the daugh- 
ter of Mr. and Mrs, M. J. Buven. 

Immediately after his arrest last week the 
negro was taken out of the city for safe 
keeping. He was returned early this mo.n- 
ing and taken to the courthouse at cayli4’.', 
to await the calling of his case in the Crimi- 
nal court. A great crowd gathered ea ‘Ty 
and when attorneys for the defense, wlio 
had been appointed by the court, began ar- 
guments in behalf of a postponement of the 


Wrrial unti] tomorrow rumors started through 


the crowd that a change of venue had been 


granted. 
Officers Are Swept Aside. 

This statement caused one of the greatest 
demonstrations ever seen in Dallas county, 
and the courthouse was chargeg by the mob. 
Scores of officers, hastily summoned, were 
overpowered, the locked doors of the court- 
room were precked, and the negro, crouch- 
ing in a cogner praying, was seized by the 


leaders of the mob. 
This was in the second story of the bulld- 


ing. Outside the main body of the mob was 
waiting. A rope was ready, with a hang- 
man’s knot tied in it, and when it Was an- 
neunced from the window that the negro 
had been taken the rope was thrown into the 
room. The noose was placed about the pris- 
oner’s neck and he was pulled and thrown 
from the building, fighting like a tiger for 
hie life. He struck on the pavement on his 
forehead. and, it is believed, fractured his 
skull in the fall of about thirty feet. 


Men Kick Viétim to Death. 

Instantly dozens of men jumped on to him 
with their feet. His face was kicked intoa 
pulp and he was bruised all over, probably 
dying within a few minutes. A score of men 
seized the rope and at the head of the mob 
dragged the negro’s body twelve blocks up 
Main street to the Elks’ arch, which was 
erected during the Elks’ national convention 
here in 1908. 

The police cut the body down in about five 
minutes. It was taken to the city hall and 
later was turned over to an undertaker. 

After the lynching there were cries to the 
effect that other negro prisoners in the coun- 
ty jail, especially two who have murder 
charges pending against them—Burre! Oates 
ané@ “ Blubber’’ Robinson—also should be 
hanged by the mob, 


Mob Storms County Jail. 

A march was made to the county jail. The 
sheriff announced that the men wanted were 
not there and allowed committees selected 
by the mob to search the prison. 

The negroes could not be found, but sti)! 
the mob was not satisfied. They battered 
at the jail doors with a steel rai] unt 
officer fired a biank shot into those in the 
front’ of the mob. 

,in an effort to disperse the mob the fire de- 
partment threw streams of water on its mem- 
who immediately attacked the firemen 
and threatened to lynch them if they per- 
sisted in throwing water. The firemen, fear- 
ing violence, rolled up their hose and left the 
scene. 

Negroes Are Spirited Away. 

It developed that deputy sheriffs had taken 
the two negroes out of the city in automo- 
biles and a report by wire said that they 
passed through Fort Worth, en route to 
Weatherford, Tex. 

The mob announced plans to. board @ train 
and pursue the automobiles, but while they 
were at the railroad station making such ar- 
rangements, a report was started thar one 
of the negroes wanted wag in the city hail 
lockup. 

Then the steciiiacsii of men hurried to that 
place and searched the building, but did not 
find the negro. By that time it was late in 
the afternoon and the mob cispersed. 

National guard officers were called on this 
afternoon for assistance and a few militia- 
men were on the streets fora while, Extra 
precautions have been taken to prevent 7" 
ther rioting tonight.

Shaw, addréssing the Eugenic Education so- 
ciety, tonight advocated the abolition of 
property and marriage, and authorization by 
the state to kill undesirables. 

“ It is most obvious to everybody,’ he said, 
“that before we can begin to breed the human 
race with a view to its improvement we must 
go further in the direction of political revo- 
lution than the most extreme Socialist new 
ventures to suggé@st, publicly. It is evident 
that we need the entire abolition of property 
and marriage, as now understood, as a pre- 
I do not seg any way out of 


liminary step. 


that. 


‘I have found when addressing audiences 
on political questions that they immediately 
get extraordifiarily interested. whenever I 
touch upon the subject of marriage in the 
improvement of the human race. They al- 
ready feel that if it is demonstrable that 
property is incompatible with achieving a 
high level of humanity, property must go, 
and it is evident that if they could be made to 
conceive that marriage also is incompatibie 
with reaching that level, they would be pre- 
pared to consider whether marriage should 


not go.” 
Attributes Poverty to Property. 

Briefly attributing the existence of pov- 
erty, ignorance, and idleness to property, 
Shaw @4 not elaborate on this point, merely 
adding: 

“Let us only get rid of property and ve 
shail get rid of ali that.” 

He then concentrated his remarks on the 
marriage question. 

“Tt is the experience of almost everybody 
regarding marriage,” he said “ that instead 
ef people finding themselves In a great com- 
munity of marriageable persons of their own 
ege, there are only about three persons with- 
in their reach, and they do not like any cf 


them. Nevertheless, they have to make the | 


best they can of these three. They aredriven 
into a marriage which coneequently hardly 
ever represents their natural impulse, yet 
the natural impulse seems to be the only 
thing which can be trusted for the improve- 
ment of the race.” 


Would Have to Kill Many. 

“Eugenic polities.” continued Shaw, 
“would land us in the extensive use of the 
lethal chamber. It would be necessary to 
revise our views of the sacredness of human 
life. Weshould find ourselves committed to 
the killing of a great many people. Some 
would have to be remcved simply because it 
wastes other people's time to look after 
them. 

‘‘On the other hand, we should leave living 
many people we now kill. We should have to 
get cid of all ideas of capital punishment. 
It is right to kill a man who cannot be trusted 
to go about in soxtety without injuring others. 
but a man may commit murder end yet be 
a perfectly safe and desirable cititeo aft- 
erwards. Indeed, * might have bees a de- 
sirable thing to have removed the mw urdered 


man. A man ought to de alicwed to commit.

“The reason the particular raid in which

Reply of Hospital Heads. 

The heads of the three Chicago hospitale 
named in the oleomargarine scandal said 
they knew nothing of Broadwell, Bortz and 
Driesbach. President H. N. Higinbotham of 
the Chicago Home for Ineurables said the 
home used large quantities of Cong an 
Moxley’s product, with the full knowledge of 
the patients and officers of the institution. 

‘** All the orders we gave the Moxley com- 
pany were telephoned direct to its office,’ he 
said, ‘“‘ and if we received stuff that had been 
‘doctored’ from outside sources I suppose 
we would have no way of knowing about it. 
1 have just learned that some oleomargarine 
has been bought of agents, the source of 
whose supply we had mo way of ascertainr 
ing. Hereafter no purchases will be made 
of these agents.”’ 

Dr. A. E. Bertling, head of the Grace hos- 
pital, said oleomargarine never had been 
used knowingly at that Institution. 

Miss Georgietta Robinson, superintendent 
of the West Side hospital, said that no but- 
terine ever had beem used by that institution 
to her knowledge, ang Dr. T. A. Davis, head 
of the board of trustees, corroborated her 
statement. 


Use Oleo for Cooking. 
| Nearly all of the firms and restaurants 
mentioned in the statements made before 
Judge Landis admitted that at one time or 
another they had business dealings with 
Broadwell, but most of them said their pur- 
chases were used only for cooking. 

The range of price and quality of the 
article seems to have varied considerably. 
Heinley’s restaurant paid 21 cents @ pound 
for ‘‘ Moxley’s speciai butterine.”’ The Bre- 
voort hotel, according to the management, 
used the oleomargarine for cooking pur- 
poses and for the table set for the “ help,” 
paying 18 cents. The Kitchen club paid only 


17 cents, purchasing small amounts for cook- | 


ing purposes only. 

The manager of the Arbutus club, 261 Dear- 
born street, said it was possible that some 
time ago a small purchase of oleo may have 
been made for cooking purposes, but the club 
uses nothing but butter on the table. 


View of Revenue Officer. 

“YT don’t think there is any question that 
the big manufacturers can be held respon- 
sible in connection with these cases,”’ said 
Col. Ingram, head of the internal revenue in- 
spectors-in Chicago. “I reported to the com- 
missioner of internal revenue last fall about 
the Moxley concern furnishing coloring mat- 
ter to the ‘moonshiners’ and also about 
their furnishing the pure food inspection 
labels. 

“They have a right: to use these labeis, 
and do it by government authority, on the 
oleo they sell in bricks, but they have no 
right to supply those wrappers with tubs of 
butterine sold to ‘ moonshiners.’

MINE EXPLOSION; 23 KILLED 


Powder Magazine Blows Up on 
Alaska Gold Property. 


FIND 50 BODIES AT CHERRY. 


Corpses Discovered Huddied Together 
in the North Entrance. 


Juneau, Alaska, March 8.—Twenty-three 
miners were killed last night by an explosion 
of a powder magazine in the 1,100 level of 
the Mexican mine, one of the group of .read- 
well gold properties on Douglas island. Eight 
men were seriously injured, of whom it is 
feared four will die. 

The last shots had been fired twenty min- 
utes before the explosion took place and the 
men has assembled at the landing of the 
skip and were arranging to enter it and go 
on top. 

The magazine, which captained 275 pounds 
of powder, was thirty feet from where the 
men were standing, and everxK man was 
killed or injured.

The bodies 
were recovered. Seven miners at work*on 
the game level, but at some distance from 
the magazine, were not injured. 


FIND FIFTY BODIES AT CHERRY. 

Cherry, Ill., March 3.—Fifty or sixty bodies 
were found huddled together in the north en- 
trance of the St. Paul mine today by Mine 
Inspector Richard Newsam. 

Mr. Newsam came to Cherry this morning 
to relieve Inspector Moses, who had been 
forced to return home on account of ill fess. 

On the first trip through the north en- 
trance Mr. Newsam discovered the bodies. 
He is in charge of workmen who tonight 
started clearing a passage so the bodies can 
be removed tomorrow. 

Mr. Newsam said the men probably would 
work al] night. He is copfident there are 
ao more bodies in this section of the 
mine. 


Bodies in Mummified State. 

The inspector explains that the bodies are 
in a mummified state, and there is hardly a 
chance that any one can be identified. He 
believes that. as soon as the débris and 
wreckage can be removed from the north 
and east entrances all the bodies easily can 
be recovered.

Head of Loan Concern Comes in 
Answer to Woman’s Suit.

‘‘Sharks’’ Believed to Work Togethe

Frank J. Mackey, international society 
man, who admits being at the head of a big 
string of collateral loan concerns, came from 
Pasadena, Cal., to Chicago yesterday to 
protect his local interests against litigation 
brought by Mrs. Jennie Nicholson and her 
attorney, Edward J. Ader, who charge him 
with usury. 

Mackey is the guest of his sister, Mrs. 
Harry M. McIntosh, 1150 Lake Shore drive, 
and expects to remain here until the Nichol- 
son suit now pending against him in the 
Municipal court is disposed of. In that case 
he is named as a party defendant with the 
Fidelity Lean company, which he is said 
to own. The woman borrowed $50 from the 
company and, she says, six months later 
when the interest increased the debt to $8 
lost her piano at sheriff's sale. The suit is 
to recover the difference between the debt 
and the value of the instrument. 

Since the suit was made public the woman 
and her lawyer have received scores of let- 
ters’ from other victims of alleged “* loan 
sharks,’ and as the result of the informa- 
tion so gained she and Ader threaten to 
make war on the business.

The suit was on Judge Blaké’s calendar for 
yesterday, but after a consultation with At- 
torney Ader the court postponed the trial 
until March 25.

League for the Protection of Immigrants 
last night.

while a large number of them undoubtedly 
are living safely with their friends, she is 
convinced that the city may wel) be alarmed 
at the number Jost every year. 

Government protection of immigrants 
after they leawe the sea-ports where they 
land was advocated as a remedy. Judge 
Julian W. Mack, president of the league, 

said that he thought there was a possibility 
of securing the oodperation of the govern- 
ment in the work of the league. 


League Gets List of NWamea 

“For the last eighteen months the league 
has been receiving the names and addresses 
of girl and women immigrants destined a 
Chicago,” said Miss Abbott. ‘*The 
is carefully guarded by the government en 
she is placed ona train. There all responsi¢ 
bility is considered at an end. ' 

* At present it is practically impossible to 
trace girls who left New York and never 
reached their friénds. For example, two 


| Polish girls, 17 and 22 years of age, were

One of our visitors called on 
the cousin and found. the entire housghold 
alarmed because the girls had not arrived 
“Inquiring from others who came on the 
same boat, we found that the girls had be- 
come acquainted with a man from Rochester, 
who claimed to be ‘ looking out for them.’ 


Immigrants and Employment Agency. 

* During a year and a half we have had TH 
addresses to which they declared they were 
coming at the ports of arrival so incorrect 
that it was impossible to attempt to find the 
street or number. 

“In its investigation gf the relation of the 
immigrant to the employment of 
Chicago that the male immigrert 
generally suffers in one of three ways. 

“He is overcharged for the service ren- 
dered; the work is not as represented in char- 
acter, permanency, or remuneration, and he 
fails to get the work or the work lasts only 
a few days, leaving him at an enormous dis- 
tance from the city market.” 


FIRE FOLLOWING EXPLOSION 
THREATENS BIG STRUCTURE. 


Blaze on Twelfth Floor of Venetian 
Building Thought to Have Been 
Caused by Gas Leak and Match. 


An explosion of gas on the twelfth floor 
of the Venetian building, 34. Washington 
street, last night, caused a apectaoular fire 
which threatened to destroy the upper part 
of the building. Fast work of the depart- 
ment confined the blaze to four’ rooms and 
kept the loss down to $5,000. 

The blaze broke out In rooms 1201 and 1202, 
used as work and stock rooms by Mrs. Har- 
riet C. Orr, a milliner, who occupies No. 300 
as a showroom, 

Leaking gas and Janitor Polinski, acting in 
conjunction, are alleged to bé responsible for 
the blaze. The theory involves the 


quiet little smoke, a cigaret, and @ lighted 
match. 

Anyway, the first alarm was atven by Pol- 
inski, who started dowm the stairs at high 
pressure speed yelling “‘ Murder!’ When he 
reached the engineer he changed to **‘ Wa- 
ter;” and the standpipes speedily we-e put 
into service. Them the fire department ar- 
rived. 

The cause of the fire was unknown until 
some time after the flames were extinguished, 
when it was accidentally discovered through 
a fireman bringing an acetylene lamp close 
to the defective gas pipe and there was a 
second explosion.

TWO AMBULANCES NECESSARY

A. J. Kiernan, Weight 300, Fractures 
Kneecap in New York and Extraor- 
dinary Action Follows. 


New York, March 8.—[Special.]—The fact 
that it took two ambulances to get one man 
from the Flower hospital to the Grand Cen- 
tral station gave rise to unexpected though 
interesting incidents today. <A. J. Kiernan, 
@ real estate operator of Chicago, was the 
man who.resorted to the novel expedient of 
dual ambulance service. 

Kiernan received a fracture of the left knee 
cap when he was struck by an-automobile. 
He was taken to the Flower hospital. 
Through the hospital officials he made ar- 
rangements to return fo Chicago on a special 
car. The car was at ed to the 2:4 train 
over the New York Central. 

About an hour before this Kiernan, who 
weighs close to 300 pounds, was put in an 
automobile ambulance. He lay on two 
stretchers that had been nailed together to 
accommodate him. There wasn’t room for 
his personal effects, and a private bed he was 
taking along was placed in another ambu- 
lance. 

When the two ambulances reached the sta- 
tion and stopped on the freight platform a 
crowd collected. Rumors went around that 
a big wreck had occurred on fhe line and the 
crowd became so dense that traffic in the 
street was blocked. Several officials of the 
company hurried down to the train shed ‘a 
see what. the trouble was. 

Kiernan, \on his @ouble stretcher, wai 
Placed: on board the train in due time, but 
it Was not until the express and the two am- 
bulances had left that the crowd dispersed, 
realizing that there had been no wreck. 


ROOSEVELT EDITOR OF N.Y. SUN? 


Publisher Says He Opened Negotiations 
to Purchase Paper, but Owners

New York, March 8.—W. J. Arkell, pub- 
lisher of Canajoharie, N. Y., who formerly 
owned a weekly magazine in this city, ad- 
mitted tonight that he had attempted to buy 
the New York Sun and that he hed hoped 
to have Theodore Roosevelt for editor.

BOUND TO GET BOOKS. 


Issues Contempt Presentment 
and Demands All Trade 


Agreements.

New York, March 3.—Not satisfied with the 
millions received in payment of duty evaded 
by short weights, involving the indictment 
of the company’s secretary, Charles R. 
Heike, and the conviction of minor employés, 
the United States government is stil} fighting 
hard to crush the American Sugar Refining 
company under provisione of the Sherman 
enti-trust act. 

Such action was contemplated when the 
company was indicted for putting the Penn- 
sylvania Sugar Refining company out of 
business, but the settlement of that suit out 
of court and the interference of.ghe statute 
of limitations necessitated another legal 
tack, and the matter Was laid before the 
federal grand jury in New York early in 
January. 


In Contempt of Grand Jury. 

Not until today, however, did the scope of 
the inquiry become public, when the grand 
jury handed up a presentment for contempt 
against the company for the latter’s failure 
to produce certain books and papers in re- 
sponse to subpeena 

This presentment in itself is only one move 
of the government to ascertain its right_to 
the books in question, but its handing up 
incidentally disclosed the nature of the pa- 
pers demanded and afforded a key to the 
broadness of the government’s procedure 

It has been alleged that the American 
Sugar Refining company controls 90 per cent 
of the sugar business in this country,,and a 
hint of its Mmtricate relations with various 
subsidiary co ations is given in the gub- 
poena. 

Inquisitors Want Agreements. 

This demands, among other things, the 
production of all agreements and other in- 
struments “made by or to the American 
Sugar Refining company, or any officer there- 
of, with any other person or corporation in 
and about the purchase by said company of 
stock in forty-four companies.”’ 

Among the papers demanded are the fol- 
lowing: Agreement between the company 
and the sugar syndicate of Mexico, contracts 
with the Sugar Factors company. of Hawaii, 
agreemerst made in 1907 with John D. Spreck- 
els for the purchase of an interest in the 
Western Beet Sugar company, contract 
made with Hawelian planters in 1902, con- 
tracts with the Chino Beet Sugar company, 
gontracts with the American Coffee com- 
pany, agency agreement with the Alameda 
Sugar company, contract to purchase stock 
of the Great Western Sugar company, com- 
munications concerning the consolidation of 
the Utah and Idaho Sugar company, 9nd 
agreementsymade with about thirty other 
sugar companies between Jan. 1, 1902, and 
Jan. 1, 1906. 

Counsel Beck Makes Statement. 

The order to show cause why the “ trust” 
should not be adjudged in contempt will be 


signed next week. 
James M. Beck, counse] tor the company, 


issued a statement tonight explaining the 


company’s attitude. 
*“ My client has no intention to obstruct the 


inquiry now before the grand jury,” says the 
statement. ‘“‘The United States attorney 
caused a subpeena, addressed to the Ameri- 
can Sugar Refining company, to be served 
upon Charles R. Heike, the secretary of the 
company, to produce certain books and docu- 
ments. The secretary appeared before the 
grand jury with the letters and documents 
in question, but the United States attorney 
insisted upon the surrender by him of the 
books and documents without his being 


sworn. 
“As the question is a novel one, we both 


thought that it should be submitted to the 
court for ite decision, and such was the 
purpose of the presentment today.” 


PRESIDENT TAFT DRAGGED 
INTO NEW BALLINGER MIXUP. 


Congressional Inquiry Is Threatened 
Unless Shaw Is Admitted to Practice 
Law Before Interior Department, 


Washington, D. C., March 3.—[Special. ]— 
The refusal of Secretary Balliiger to admit 
a C, Shaw, deposed law officer of the forest 
service, to practice iw before the interior 
department, has been carried up to President 
Taft and Attorney General Wickersham, and 
threatens to find echo in a demand to con 
gress for an inquiry. 

Shaw wishes to take up patent cases. 

Senators Overman and Simmons and Con- 
gressman Page of North Carolina took the 
matter up to President Taft on Saturday and 
asked him to instruct the secretary of the 
interior to revise his opinion. This the pres- 
ident réfused to do. 

Shaw was discharged from the forest serv- 
ice at the time Overton W. Price, assistant 
forester, was ousted for taking part in the 
publishing of articles bearing upon the 
Glavis charges against Secretary Ballinger.

Burton raised the question 
as to whether losses would be payable from 
this fund, and Senators Page and Carter ex- 
pressed the opinion that they ‘would. 

Senator mmins to amend the 
Page amen nt by king out the provi- 
sion “ for an adequate reserve,” and the vote 
cn this propositiom provided the first test of 
strength in cornection with the bill. 

Mr. Burtor sharply criticised the effort to 
eliminate the reserve and made a general 
attack upon, the bili. He thought there 
should be provision for the investment of 
the postal funds in government securities 
end suggested that,*in the absence of such 
provision, the government is committed to a 
course of action beyond its province. 

Calling attention to the fact there were 
more thax 20,000 banks in the United States, 
he safd there would be great opportunity for 
mistake, and that adequate supervision 
would be very difficult.

Bitter Fight Is Expected.

The lines 
of battle now are drawn between the Smoot 
amendment giving the president power to 
inveat funds in government bonds in time 
of war or other emergency tending to im- 
pair the credit of the nation, and the Cum- 
mins substitute Nmiting this power to the 
time of war only. 

The ANrich following ia fighting hard for 
the Smoot amendment, to which they have 
transferred their favor since dropping the 
Root amendment. The insurgents arecharg- 
ing that the Smoot amendment is full of. 
jokers and that the broadening of the pro 
vision to ikclyde any emergency affecting 
public credit would give the money barons 
all they would have won in the Root amend- 
ment.

New York, March 8—[Special.J—It was 
learned today that’ a plan is being formu- 
lated by J. P. Morgan and his representatives 
to make absolute provision for the future of 
the Equitable Life Assurance society and 
ite many thousands of policy holders 
throughout the world. The intention is to 


tual basis. By virtue of his purchase of 502 
shares of the Equitabie’s stock, representing 
@ majority interest, last November Morgan 
controls the society outright and has it in 
his.poWer to say what the future policy of the 
Equitable shal) be. 

Under the terms of the trust agreement 
made by Thomas F. Ryan with the late 
Grover Cleveland, ex-Justice Morgan J. 
O’Brien, and George Westinghouse, as trus- 
tees, the control of the majority interest of 
the Equitable Life stock was placed with 
the three trustees named for the five year 
pertod following June 15, 1906. That agree- 
ment will expire, ‘therefore, within ‘three 
months, and the surviving trustees, ex-Jus- 
tice O’Brien and George Westinghouse, 
have signified their willing ness to terminate! 
the arrangement on that date. 


Policy Holders to Be Protected. 


Before Morgan’s departure for Europe last 
month he held conferences with friends and 
business associates respecting the disposition 
of the Equitable stock, and it is known that a 
careful plan was drawn up, with the idea 
of providing a final arrangement before the 
trust agreement expired. A mam familiar 
with the details of the plan said today that 
it represented the most farreaching agree- 
ment of the kind ever made in the history of 
American life insurance. The main idea, he 
added, will be to protect the policy holders 
to insure the operation of thé society upon a 
distinotly mutuel basis. 

It was learned also that Gov. Hughee had 
been consulted informially about the plan, 
and that its final adoption, sd far as the New 
York insurance department was concerned, 
would depend upon his action. 

While those who discussed the plan have 
been virtually pledged to‘sevrecy, it is ad- 
mitted that a proposal has been made to 
Morgan by some of thegeading men of the 
city, who have considered the scheme and 
provided a decided innovation.in life insur- 
ance, something which. will resuk most fa- 
vorably to the Equitable. 


New Legislation May Be Needed. 


There is intimation that new legislation 
may be necessary in cage the scheme as at 
first proposed goes through. The most seri- 
ous difficulty is regarded as tothe disposition 
of the Morgan stock. One suggestion has 
been made that the society itself be permit- 
ted to purqhase the Morgan hoMings in order 
that the policy holders may obtain actual 
contro] and the question of ownership be 
settled for all time, but there are found to 
be many legal difficukies in the way of such 
an arrangement, and the plan now under 
consideration has been made with reference 
to providing all the advantages of the firet 
scheme, and yet complying with the provi- 
sions of the insurance laws. 

Morgan’s partner, George W. Perkins, has 
represented him in many of the conferences. 
Before leaying for the south a few days ago 
he spent much time in working out the de- 
tails of the scheme. It was hoped the affair 
might have been settled before Morgan sailed 
fer Europe on Feb. 16, that some definite 
public announcement might be made, but 
there were 80 many points to be thrashed out 
that the lawyers had considerable work to 
do before the plan finally could be accepted, 


Is Building for the Future. 

It is Morgan's wish to provide for the 
policy holders handsomely and in a way 
which will place the society upon a thorough- 
ly firm footing, where there no longer will 
“ any question as to what its future will 


**I feel sure the public is deeply interested 
in the details of Morgan's plan,”’ saig a man 
in touch with the subject. “ He recognizes 
that the future of the Equitable is virtually 
in his hands and that everything will depend 
upon what he does with the majority shares 
of its stock.

Among the bodies 
found today were those of former Prosecut- 
ing Attorney R. M. Barnhart of Spokane, 
Conductor J. L. Pettit, who after a trip on 
foot to Skykomish went back to his post, 
and Mrs. M. A Covington of Olympia, who 
left Spokane to celebrate her golden wedding 
in Seattle tocay. 


Bodies Lying on the Snow. 

If the searchers locate the Pullman cars in- 
tact they may take out many bodies in a 
short time, but it is likely that the dead are 
strewn through acres of débris. At the pres- 
ent rate of progress it will take weeks to re- 
cover all the bodies. After the ‘track is 
opened engines and tackle will life the huge 
trees and bowlders. There are no coffins at 
Wellington, and the twenty-eight bodies 
which have been recovered are wrapped in 
blankets and laid on the snow.

Skykomish made good progress 
today. Supt. O'Neill of the Great Northern 
said tonight he expected the road to be in 
operation about April 1.

Escaped Men Tell of Crash. 

Ira Clary and H. Purcell, conductors on 
the rotary plows, give vivid accounts of their 
experiences. They were asleep in one of the 
vacant mail cars which was swept off the 
ledge. but escaped without serious injury. 

‘I thought the end of the worid had come ”’ 
said Clary in describing his experiences. 
“The car in which I was asleep appeared 
to be picked up and tossed about like a 
feather. Then it began to roll over ani 
tumbled down the mountainside. Suddenly 
it hit a big tree and popped open like a 
shell.

‘FLAG STIRS “WETS” AND ‘DRYS' 


Anti-Saloonists Adopt Same 
Badge as Their Rivals. 


INJUNCTION MAY FOLLOW. 


“Theft of Thunder’’ Is Charge; “You

FARM LORE STUDY URGED. 


Southern Teacher Wishes More Time 
: Given Agriculture. 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 3.—" Boys whose 
muscles and nerves are crying out in re- 
bellion against being forced to sit inactive 
behind a book er a white sheet of paper fill 
our seconddry schools,” declared W. F. 
Webster of Minneapolis in an address to the 
department of superintendence of the Na- 
tional Education association today. . 

He made a plea for the extension not only 
of manual training but of vocational and 
industrial education of all sorts for boys and 
girls over 14 years old. Under that age, he 
said, it was not practical to put tools into 
the hands of children. 

Not only the common schools but the col- 
leges had shown themselves deficient in their 
duty of preparing the young for the battle of 
life, Mr Webeter said. 


Must Educate in Utilities. 

* The first decade of the twentieth century 
has proved how feeble was the educational! 
plan of the nineteenth,” he added, “ and the 
problem that faces Americans now is how 
to fit the children so that they can make a 
living by turning our enormous stores of raw 
producte into usable things.” 

The reason that young men and women in 
the south ere flocking from the farms to the 
cities is not that they dislike.the fleld and 
stream but that the cities offer so much 
greater opportunities for all degrees of cul- 
ture.

*“ Washington, D. C., March 3.—The delibera- 
tions of the government attorneys, who at 
Chicago have been active in the collection and 
presentation to the federal grand jury there 
of evidence against the so-called beef trust, 
will be transferred on Saturday to the de 
partment of justice at Washington. 

The administration believes the combina- 
tion of packers in Chicago, with its ramifica- 
tions throughout the United States, is a 
dominating figure in controlling the price of 
beef and about six weeks ago when the sub- 
ject was being agitated announced an inten- 
tion to begin prosecutions. 

Since that time evidence in addition tothat 
already in the possession of the department 
of justice has been collected and presented 
to the grand jury. 

It is expected that the confererice to be hela 
here will determine whether sufficient infor- 
mation has been obtained to demand a pre- 
sentment against individual packers charg- 
ing a violation of the Sherman anti-trust 
law and against the National Packing com- 
pany for a dissolution of that corporation as 
operating in restraint of tra.e. 

Swift Director Held in $25,000 Bail. 

New York, March 3.—[Special.]—Frederick 
B. Cooper, resident director of Swift & Co., 
New Jersey, was arraigned before Judge 
Blair in Jersey City today on a charge of 
conspiracy, and pleaded not guilty.

“Can rushing” me children of tender age 
in defiance of the law forbidding the sale of 
liquor to minors, it is said, has become of 
frequent occurrence throughout the city. 
Arthur Burrage Farwell, president of the 
Chicago Law and Order league, investigated 
a complaint of such offense and within a 
short time the man sent out from his office 
reported five cases which hé said he observed. 

Mr. Farwell yesterday sent letters giving 
details of the cases to the Citizens’ associ- 
ation and the Juvenile Protective aseociation. 
He asked their codperation in putting a stop 
to the practice.

Five minutes 
later two more boys about 6 or 7 years old came In 
and bought a bottle of whisky. 

Mrs. James A. Britton, superintendent of 
the Juvenile Protective association, said she 
had received similar complaints against sa- 
loonkeepers, but that they were not the only 
offenders. 

“Two instances of whisky Being sold to 
children by drug stores near Fullerton ave- 
nue were reported to me today,” eaid she, 
“and I reported the matter to the Retail 
Druggists’ association. One of our investiga- 
tors living near Fullerton avenue discovered 
both cases. 

Drug Stores Are Aimed At. 

“a girl was observed coming out of one of 
the drug stores with a bottle of whisky under 
her shawl. There was no cover on the 
bottle. Later a second child was seen coming 
out of the drug store, but the bottle she car- 
ried was covered with wrapping paper. She 
admitted that the bottle contained whisky 
and unwrapped it for the investigator to see. 
It was. not long after that the investigator 
found a second drug store where the same 
thing was done.”

Herr von Jonquleres, i aisieetllesiisin offi- 
cial of the ministry of the interior; replying, 
eaid that the peculiar description of occur- 
rences in the American caommittee’s report 
seemed to show a motive of condemning the 
old arrangement of the steerage and prais- 
ing the new third class accommodations. 

He considered it unfortunate that the re- 
port purposely omitted mentjon of the names 
of the steamship lines or the steamships 
criticised. This omission had caused indig- 
nation among shipowners and crews both in 
Germany and other countrjes, 

Such an omission when “ béastly ” asser- 
tions were made. he declared, was most re 
grettablé.

strictly observed,

IMPROVE HOUSING CONDITIONS 
PURPOSE OF NATIONAL BODY. 


Robert W. De Forest of New York Prest- 
dent of Association Organized to Bet- 
ter Living Affairs. 


New York. March 3—Announcement was 
made today that a new national organization 
for the improvement of housing conditions 
has been formed, to be known as the National 
Housing association, headed by Robert W.

ANOTHER CANNON 


Man Claiming Kinship with 
Slain American Confesses 
Plot to Kill. 


ESTRADA ADMITS DEFEAT 


Says He Plans to Retreat Into 
the Bush and Fight to the 
Bitter End.

MANAGUA, 
claL.]—A man. pamed Cannon, supposed to be 
&@ brother of Leroy Cannon, confessed to 
Gen. “Toledo in my presence today that he 
was sent to Managua by the revolutionists 
with orders to assassinate President Madriz. 

Cannon said his relationship to Leroy Can- 
non furnished the revolutionists with the 
incentive for his selection, but declared he 
did not intend te carry, out his orders when 
he got here. Cannon has used several aliases, 
but insists Cannon is his right name. 

The government suspects he is not an 
American, but he talks several languages 
perfectly. Cannon specifically accused Gen. 
Chamorro of giving him his instructione. 

President Madriz ordered Cannon to the 
penitentiary temporarily, and intends to de- 
port him soon without other pundshment. 


Estrada to Retreat to Bush. 

BLUEFIELDS, Nicaragua, March 4.—Gen. 
Estrada, head of the provisiona! government 
and leader of the insurgents, declared today 
that he intended to withdraw his forces into 
the bush and oppose the advance of Madriz to 
the bitter end. But itis necessary to read be- 
tween the lines of this statement. 

The provisional government wishes to force 
American intervention if possible, because it 
cannot consistently ask for it in the face of its 
many refusals to consider the peace proposals 
made by Madriz at the time when it seemed 
that victory to the provisionals was almost 
assured. Gen. Estrada did not even answer 
the proposal advanced by the consular body 
at Managua, believing that it merely indi- 
cated that Madriz was on his last legs. 

It is pointed out that an appeal from Gen. 
Estrada te the United States government now 
would defea* its own end, as that govern- 
ment, having held aloof in the more prosper- 
ous times of the provisionals, hardly could be 
expected to jump into the breach to savea 
cause already al! but lost. If anything could 
stir the administration at Washington to in- 
dependent action it is believed that the pros- 
pect of endless, indecisive fighting such as 
Estrada proposes is that thing. 


Estrada Admits Defeat. 

BLUEFIELDS, Nicarague, March 3.— 
Official confirmation is given at the insur- 
gent headquarters of the crushing defeat of 
Gen. Chamorro by the government forces at 
Tisma on February 22. The general barely 
escaped with a handfuloffollowers. His loss 
in killed, wounded, and captured is given 
as 800. He estimates his opponents’ loss as 
1,000 and ascribes the defeat to the giving 
out of his cartridges. 

The defeat leaves the insurrectionary 
movement headed by Gen. Estrada practi- 
cally crushed. The campaign in the west has 
petered out and nothing is left to the pro- 
visionals but a resort to guerrilla warfare, 
encouraged by the desperate hope that the 
United States may yet intervene. 

For the first time today the correspondents 
and the more prominent pereonages in Blue- 
fields were told the true situation, which, 
however, had been suspected for a week. 
The public generally is still in the dark and 
pinning ita faith to the false reports circu- 
lated of ingurgent successes, These have’ 
been sent broadcast with the deliberate pur- 
pode of influencing opinion in the United 
States and elsewhere and of attracting re- 
cruits from the government's forces. 


Chamorro’s Campaign a Failure. 

It is now admitted that Gen. Chamorro’s 
campaign was a failure. He had hoped the 
interior would welcome and reinforce the 
insurgents’ arms. This was possible up to 
the time that Zelaya resigned. This and the 
election of President Madriz appear to have 
satisfied the people of the interior and the 
west generally, and when Wstrada’s army 
reached the heart of the country it was given 
a lukewarm reception. 

There still fe talk of a new republic com- 
prising the eastern half of Nicaragua. Gen. 
Estrada may proclaim such a republic and 
appeal to the United States to protect it from 
invasion by the Madriz government. Addi- 
tional supplies of ammunition are expected. 

Chamorro after his defeat fled to San Vi- 
ecente, where Gen. Mena was intrenched. 
Godfrey Fowler, the American who was in 
charge of the insurgent artillery, was wound- 
ed In one leg and left at a plantation near 


Tisma. 


FAIRBANKS CALLS ON EDWARD. 


King at Buckingham Palace Speaks 
of Good Relations Between United 
States and Britain. 


LONDON, March 3.—Charles W. Fairbanks 
former vice president of the United States; 
Was a visitor sat Buckingham palace for 
nearly an hour today. 

King Edward spoke énthusiastically of the 
good relations between the United States and 
Great Britain and reealled his visit to Ameri- 
ca when he w&s the prince of Wales. 

The king made many inquiries about the 
country, concerning which he has vivid recol- 
lections and in which he takes the keenest 


interest.

DANIEL D. HEALY IS DEAD 
AFTER A LINGERING ILLNESS. 


Noted Politician Made an Enviable 
Record as President of the Board 
of County Commissioners. 


Daniel D. Healy, one time president of the 
Cook county board of county commissioners 
and for many years a conspicuous factor in 
Chicago Republican politics, died yesterday 
morning at 5 o’clock. His death came after 
a lingering illness at his late residence, 3513 
Ashland boulevard. Heart failure is as- 
cribed as the immediate cause of death. 

He hed been on the political firing line since 
1882, when he became a Circuit court bailiff, 
after a long servicé in the fire department 
as a member of engine company No. 10, with 
which he. had been connected since the fire 
of 1871. He was city controller from 1886

Domain for Himself. 


SCORE THE GOVERNMENT. 


Minister in Chamber Debate 
Tacitly Admits Dead Ruler 
Deeceived Him, 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
BRUSSELS, March 8.—The fortune of 
| ‘King Leopold was the topic of discussion for 
hours in the chamber of deputies today. The 


| dead king, as well as the government, came 
| io for sharp criticism. 


The débate convinced the Socialists that 


| Leopold took $5,000,000 which belonged to 


Belgium from the crown domain and added 
it to his private fortune. 
Interest chiefly centered in an interpella- 


tion submitted by M. Van der Velde, So-« 


clalist, who wanted to know what claim Bel- 
gium had on several! corporations founded 
by Leopold and endowed by him with vast 
sums. M. Van der Velde recalled that Leo- 
pold declared his fortune amounted to $3,000,- 
000, but after his death the newspapers said 
$14,000,000 had been found in companies and 
foundations directed by men of straw, $5,000,- 
000 of this being in Congo bonds. 


Books Burned, Says Speaker. 

Nobody could tell what had actuated Leo- 
pold in these transactions unless the accounts 
of the Congo state and the crown domain 
were examined, said the speaker, but the 
books had been burned. It was thus im- 
possible to know what the king did for Bel- 
gium and for the family of Baroness 
Vaughan, butanyway, the money he amassed 
smelled of blood. 

His fortune, declared M. Van der Velde, 
ought to revert to the Congo state for the 
improvement of the lot of those Congolese 
who were not killed during Leopold's régime. 
Political responsibility for the companies en- 
dowed by the king and his tools, who carried 
them on, rested with the government, said 
M. Van der Velde. 

M. de Lansheere, minister of justice, ad- 
mitted phat Congo bonds had been found 
among €he appurtenances of the roya! foun- 
dations, and he thought these ought to be 
transferred to the state. 


Declares King Deceived Minister. 

M. Renkin’, minister of the colonies, said he 
regretted that he erstwhile had mistaken]; 
declared that the state refunded the crown 
foundations a certain amount rcceived from 
the latter. His declaration had been madein 
all sincerity; but since he had discovereJ that 
it was erroneous. 

“The king deceived you,’’ cried M. Van 
der Velde, and the minister, by an evasive 
reply, tacitly admitted the fact.

$6,000,000 had disappeared from the Congo 
treasury and he asked where it had gone. 
He also asked if it had’ furnished the extraor- 
dinary luxuries in Ballincourt, the residence 
of Baroness Vaughan.

Henry Van Dyke's 
“The Spirit of America.” 


Tr is like stepping into another and bettér 
world to take up Prof. Henry Van Dyke's 
THE SPIRIT OF AMERICA” (Macmil- 
lan), which will be published at about the 
time this letter opears in print. The book 

s based upon the lectures which Dr. Van Dyke 
Soliversé at the Sorbonne a year or so ago. 

Mr. James Hazen Hyde is well known to the 
average American simply as a young man who 
wore violets in his buttonhole and whe came 
near upsetting the life insurance business of 
this country. To others Mr. Hyde, who now 
makes his home in Paris, is known as one 
through whose generosity much has been done 
to establish pleasant relations between this 
country and France. He has founded two 
chairs, one at the University of Paris and one 
at Harvard university, for an annual inter- 
change of professors and of ideas between 
France and America. It was as a Hyde lectur- 
er that Dr. Van Dyke delivered the lectures 
which make up this volume before audiencés 
Sorbonne. The lectures were delivered in 
English, and afterwards translated into French 
and published in Paris. Of the twenty-six lec- 
tures or conferences seven have been selected 
for this book. 

Dr. Van Dyke, in a pleasant and graceful 
introduction, writes of the old friendship be- 
tween France and America: 

“In one of the crowded ‘squares of New 
York there stands a statue of a young noble- 
man, slender, elegant, and brave, springing for- 
ward to offer his sword to the cause of free- 
dom. The name under that figure is Lafayette. 
In one of the broad avenues of Paris there 
stands a statue of a plain gentleman, grave, 
powerful, earnest, sitting his horse like a vic- 
tor and lifting high his sword to salute the 
atar of France. The name under that figure 
is Washington.” 

“To increase this friendship there must,” 
writes Dr. Van Dyke, “be something more 
Ahan a sentimental sympathy. There must be 
& mutual comprehension, a real understand- 
ing, between the two peoples. So long 
as Frenchmen insist upon looking at America 
merely as the country of. the skyscraper and 
the almight dollar, so léng as Americans in- 
sist upon regarding France merely as the home 
of the yellow novel and the everlasting dance, 
so long will it be difficult for the ancient amity 
between these two countries to expand and 
deepen into a true and vital concord.” 

“France and America must know each other 
better. They must learn to look each into the 
other’s mind, to read each the other’s heart. 
They must recognize each other less by their 
foibles and more by their faiths, less by the 
factors of national weakness and more by the 
elements of national strength.” 

In enumerating his credentials as an ambas- 
sador to help bring about an even better uh- 
derstanding between the two nations, Dr. Van 
Dyke would say to his French audiences, “An 
entire independence of any kind of political, 
ecclesiastical, or academic partisanship; and 
some familiarity with American literature, its 
origin and its historical relations—these are 
all the claims that I can make «O° your atten- 
tion.” 

They are sufficient. Dr. Van Dyke does not 
have to introduce himself to the American 
public. We understand what he wants us to 
understand. -I recommend Dr. Van Dyke’s book 
to all Americans, particularly to young Amer- 
icans, who will find inspiration in its spirit.

Mr. J. Ellis Barker, for example, in “GREAT 
AND GREATER BRITAIN” (E. P. Dutton € 
Co.), reproduces articles from the Nineteenth 
Century and After, the Fortnightly Review, the 
Journal of the United Service Institution, and 
the British Medical Journal, and adds several 
chapters to complete a discussion of his coun- 
try’s needs along the general lines of policy 
favored by Joseph Chamberlain. “We must 
learn to think imperially” is the keynote, as,

its lessons therefrom. Naval supremacy, 
strength of the army, the econdOmy of empire, 
finances, and imperial responsibilities, colonial 
administration, foreign policy, British industry, 
labor, emigration, poverty, unemployment, and 
like themes are vigorously treated, with many 
a warning out of the past, but with a clear per- 
ception of the right way to go to insure a giori- 
ous future.

These baths form events 
comparable in their importance to religious fes- 
tivities. 

The tallest things in town are the minarets 
of mosques, two of which are in good preserva- 
tion; the third, which has lost its peak, is really 
beautiful. Just as the Turks used the Bul- 
garians’ churches for barracks and stables, so 
the Bulgarians get even by turning the mosques 
to similar uses. One large mosque in Sofia is a 
museum, another a prison. The chief mosque 
here is a powder magazine. 

The old orthodox cathedral is a sorry, poverty 
stricken affair, low in stature but as high as the 
Turks would allow them to make it. 


School in Cathedral Y ard. 


The fact that schools during the Turkish pe- 
riod were maintained entirely by the church is 
well illustrated in Kustindel, where the old ele- 
mentary school stands in the cathedral yard, 
surrounded by a high fence. This is a church 
feast day, consequently school was out. The 
schoolrooms, four in number, are hard looking, 
with antiquated, primitive benches. OF equip- 
ment there is practically nil. 

The Jews take no acceunt of ortheaet holi- 
days. Their school today was in full blast. The 
head of this school is red and his face freckled. 
He belongs to the Galician type, But he spoke 
fair Spanish, which is the language of the 1,500 
Jews of the town, who have been here since 
they were driven out of Spain a few hundred 
years ago. The Jewish children when seen In & 
are an interesting and a curious 1ot. 
They are not too clean, not too weil clothed. 
But there is no doubt of their eagerness for 
learning. In this respect they refuse to yield to 
adversity. The language of their school is He- 
brew. At home -they talk a jargon Spanish; on 
the street they speak Bulgarian. In addition to 
the head master this school has two young 
women teachers. 

There is a real school here. It is a combina- 
tion secondary and teachers’ training school. 
The building is new and the largest in town; it 
is a fair example of modern Bulgana. It would 
not be a remarkable school in an Ohio town of 
12,000 inhabitants, for it is not clean, not at all 
ventilated, and has a dreary atmosphere which 
makes it unattractive. But these Bulgarians 
are eager for education. The British consul 
thinks they are getting it too fast and in a 
larger quantity than they can digest. I give his 
opinion, not because it is worth anything but 
because it is interesting. It is a curious fact 
that the man who thinks the other fellow is 
getting too much of something is always him- 
self the possessor of a great deal of It. 

One thing is certain, At the present rate of 
progress Bulgaria’s illiteracy will have been cut 
in’two within twenty years, providing, of course, 
the army does not use up all the country’s 


money. 
Turks Have Best Houses. 


I have not only waded around houses, but 
into some of them. types may be dis- 
tinguished—that of the Bulgarian peasant, of 
the Jew, and of the Turk. Apart from the few 
houses constructed in the last few years .by 
Officials and professional men the houses of the 
Turks are the best. One enters a door, in a 
high wall of heavy water worn bowlders set 
in adobe, into a courtyard, with a little foun- 
tain and some fruit trees. We climb carved 
steps and find ourselves on a veranda leading 
into that part of the house open to the men. ., 

The floors are of heavy wooden planks, nailed 
down with hand made spikes. The door posts 
and lintels are neatly carved. In a corner of 
the main room is a Httle square raised plat- 
fo surrounded by a.railing where the head 
of the house sits. The younger members are 
down below on a little platform around three 
sides of the room. In one corner is a curious 
looking combination tile stove and water heat- 
er, with a little three foot equare room at its 
side for the bath.

The peasant’s house was no better furnished 
than that of the Spanish Jew nor was it quite 
as large. Two girls were engaged in weaving 
pretty rugs, similar to those I saw in Pirot. 
And not without reason, for the original 
stratum of Pirot is Schop. 

The chief interest of Kustindel and the 
region through which I have passed today is 
the fact that the people hereabouts belong to 
a@ group known as Schops. The Schops were 
an Asiatic tribe and preceded the asaya 8 

ey 
are said to have come from the Volga. The 
Volga is a convenient river. When the origin 
is not known of any of the so-called hordes 
which entered Europe early in the Christian 
era it is said that they came from the region 
of the Volga. 

At any rate, these Schops are neither Slavs, 
Bulgars, nor Kumanians. Their language is a 
dialect of Bulgarian, but originally it belonged 
to the Ural-Altaic group. In type, they are 
not so dark as the Ktrmanians or the Bul- 
garians. In fact, I have seen individuals today 
with light hair, lighter than I have seen since 
I left the Saxon towns of Transylvania. The 
men are tall, with pleasing features. The 
women are much shorter, and their features 
lack the delicacy of men. The atyle of 
their clothing is like that which prevails in 
Bulgaria, but the cloth is white instead of 
brown. The dress of the men is especially 
beautiful, a mass of tiny applique braid on the 
low cut, short sleeved bodice, 


Brides Taken by Force. 


The Schops still maintain some of their. 
Asiatic practices, although their general cul- 
ture, including their folk tales and songs, are 
Slavic. The most interesting of their old cus- 
toms.is their form of courtship. It is char- 
acterized by its briefness and lack of delicacy. 
When a young man sees a maiden that suits 
him he kidnaps her and carries her home. 
Then h esends to the girl's father, theoretical- 
ly to prevent her from being recaptured,. what 
he considers to be a fair price for the girl. 
This may amount to as much os $4. The kid- 
naping process may even take place in the 
public market. Sofia itself is in the region 
of the Schops, and until recently it was not 
uncommon for a young man of an outside vil- 
lage, With the assistance of his friends, to 
swoop down upon a maiden whom he had never 
seen before from another village and carry 
her off. 

Often the young man who is supposed to 
be especially interested plays little part in this 
ceremony. His father and mother have decided 
that they need an able bodied assistant. -The 
father makes the selection, and with his friends 
catries the girl off, often though the bride- 
groom may not be over 13 or 14 years of age. 
The girl thus stolen is often 18 or 20. While 
the young bridegroom is reaching maturity 
the father treats the girl as his second wife. 


Little Bazaars Line Street. 

The main street here is lined with little ba- 
zaars, their fronts opening on the street, the 
vender or manufacturer selling or working in- 
side in full view. They either keep cold in win- 
ter or they make a pretense of warming their 
fingers over a little pan of charcoal. 

In front of one of the stalls of the money 
changers in this row of bazaars Y round a little 
glass case containing four $1 and three $5 bills. 
This looked suspicious. I had more‘than once 
inquired if there were any Schops, Jews or oth- 
erwise, of Kustindel in America. I was in- 
formed officially and otherwise that there was 
not. I was prepared to believe this, for it did 
not seem likely that any one in town could af- 
ford to emigrate. = 

*But the money changer asserts that there are 
seven from this town at the present time in 
America, two of them having emigrated over six 
years ago and the other five within the last two

In trying to. pinion, this and meotder 
questions Chiefof Police Steward, President, 
Elton Lower of the 'civil'service commission, . 
and the police! pension board have found 
themselves ‘unable to agree. ‘The puzzie 
threatens to become one of the Mveliest and 
most serious’ matters affecting the depart- 
ment. 

These veteran bluecoats are eligible for 
pensions, both by reason of age and infirmi- 
ties—but there comes the rub. The pension 
board refuses to increase the number’ of 
beneficiaries to a point where the maximum: 
allowance by law must be scaled down. In 
consequence the o]d timers are retained on 
the force so far as possiblé in positions where 
the work is not strenuous,’ They.are used as 
lockupkeepers and in similar places. with 
easy duties. But- sometimes even then they 
are not equal to emergencies... If.a prisoner 
struggles and fights on the way to a cell 
@ sexagenarian lockupkeeper cannot handle 
him without assistance. 


Many Eligible to Retire, 


Chief Steward has a long list of these vet- 

erans who could be retired after their twenty 
years of service. Thereare at least sixty who 
are not only past 65 years old but also are 
physically incapacitated for service, but they 
try to answer the call of duty—and, though 
they fail, they continue to draw their pay. 
There are about 200 who practically are in- 
capacitated, although not as o]d as the sixty. 
There are some 400 to 500 whose disabilities 
and age—past 50—will entitle them to a pen- 
sion when they have served a short time 
longer. 
. ‘The perplexing situation results from the 
recent. court decision abolishing ‘the police 
—re board by holding its operation ille- 
gal. 

The chief and President Lower of the civil 
service commission discussed the question. 
Mr. Lower said the only solutien he coud 
see—the only way to relieve the.force of the 
incubus of carrying the “‘ down and out po- 
licemen ’’—would be to take them before the 
police. trial board on charges of incompe- 
tency. due to advanced age and physical in- 
firmities and then to discharge them. 


Chief Hesitant to Act. 


“Tt certainly would be desirable,” said 
Chief Steward, ‘‘if the police force could 
be relieved of those incapable of service, but 
am I to turn these faithful veterans out into 
the street? Even if the pension board would 
allow additions to the fund’s beneficiaries, 
there are sometimes difficulties, in demon- 
strating a man’s incapacity..I make the taske 
of the incapacitated as easy as possible, but 
when I realize how much the active force 
needs younger men I long for a remedy.” 

It ig the opinion of President Lower that 
the pension board must let’ down its bars 
and allow an increase in the number of bene- 
ficiaries, even if thereby those who have 
been retired suffer a diminution of their pen- 
sions. This plan will be bitterly opposed 
by those who would lose, but Mr. Lower con- 
tends that the fund belongs to the city, not 
to the police, and that every policeman meet- 
ing the requirements becomes entitled to his 
ehare riggers tae his retirement.

CRITICIZES “PLAIN” SCHOOL 


Windsor Park Woman’s Club 
Doesn’t Like ‘Economy’ Type. 


APPEAIS TO THE BOARD. 


Thinks Buildings Should Be Made 
Things of Beauty. 


A protest against the new “ plain and eco- 
nomical’ type of school buildings recently 
adopted by the Chicago board of. education 
was lodged with the board by the Windsor 
Park Woman’s club yesterday... 

The set of resolutions is aime particularly 
at the building which is to be erected in 
South Chicago. The Bowen school, recently 
opened, is of the old type, and a similar 
structure is desired by the club women, 


Read Before School Committee. 

The resolutions were read before the 
board's buildings and grounds committee and 
were as follows: 

Resolved, That the Windsor Park Woman's club 
protests against any change being made in the 
plans of schoo) buildings, in the South Chicago 
district, which are being projected or in process 
of construction; designed to make the buildings 
less attractive than originally planned. 

It is also the opinion of this club that the school 
buildings recently erected here are an ornament 
to the neighborhood in which they are located. 
We believe that beauty and simplicity in public 
buildings such as they display have a definite 
educational value second to nothing taught with- 
in their walls. - The lack of proper seating capacity 
is to be deplored, but it is a temporary matter 
which our efficient board of education will doubt- 
less find other means to correct. The school builld- 
ings will stand for generations. 

We have little enough beauty in industrial dis- 
tricts such as ours, and it seems to us right and 
proper that such public buildings as are erected 
should be architectural attractions and furnish 
standards of taste for the community. We are 
quite in accord with those of our citizens who de- 
sire more factories for our district, but we have 
no desire that our schools should look like fac- 
tories. 

Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be 
gent to the board of education, to the newspapers, 
and the following organizations: The Municipa} 
Art society, the city plan committee of the Com- 
mercial club, the mayor’s city plan commission 
of 100, with a request for their indorsement and co- 
operation.

REJECT IT PEREMPTORILY. 

There was hended in at the last coun- 

meeting an ordinance to grant to a pri- 

te corporation the right to erect a pri- 
vate pumping station to supply water to. 
the packing plants. It was referred to 4 
committee, which has referred it to a sub- 
committee, which is to investigate the 
matter. The corporation counsel is to be 
asked what about the legal] phases of the 
proposition. © 

An ordinance of this kind does not de- 
serve investigation. It should be thrown 
out peremptorily. There are some re 
quests the city cannot consider for a min- 
ute. One of them is a request that a 
private concern be allowed to go into the 
water supply business, with its private 
‘tunnel and intake. That business is the 
city’s monopoly. It is the only money 
making business it has. It should not let 
its exclusive rights be invaded by any- 
body, no matter what compensation may 
be offered or what ingenious arguments 
may be advanced. 

Probably a private company could, with 
its economies of management, supply wa- 
ter to the packers at. a lower rate per 
thousand gallons than that charged by 
the city, and yet make money. That is 
of itself a sufficient reason why the coun- 
cil should not spend any time in the in- 
vestigation of a proposal to separate it 
from a part of its revenue, The council 
at its next meeting should give the alder- 
man who presented the ordinance leave to 
withdraw it. 


THE. ROCKEFELLER FOUNDATION. 
The general. ferms used in the bill tor 
thé incorporation of the Rockefeller foun- 
dation indicate that there will be no need 
of constitutional interpretation ‘through 
“necessary and proper” or “ general. wel- 
fare” clauses to bring an object within 
the scope of the comprehensive plan. The 
outlook is the whole horizon. The benefi- 
ciaries are to be found in all parts of 
the world. There is a sort of Garrisonian 
sweep to the declaration of purpose. 

“To promote the’ well being and to 
advance’ the civilization of the peoples 
of the United States and its territories 
and possessions and of foreign lands in 
the acquisition and dissemination of 
knowledge, in the prevention and relief 
of sufferings, and in the promotion of any 
ang all of the elements of human 
progress” is a statement of a plan which 
seems all inclusive. Foreign missions, 
tuberculosis, bubonic plague, opium, the 
nookworm, or any one of a countiess num- 
ber of things might be brought within 
the contemplation of the trustees of such 

a fund. 

It would be an interesting experience 
to get behind the scenes and know the 
number and the yariety of appeals made 
to administrators of the fund in*the course 
of a year. But there will be no indis- 
criminate giving. Mr. Rockefeller is a 
“show me” 
policy. Some of the incorporators of this 
new fund are men who have been care- 
fully trained to examine details with much 
minuteness before making any recommen- 
dation for a gift to institution or cause. 
There is no reason to think that, with 
larger available fund and wider scope of 
interest, there will be any material change 
in long established methods of Rockefeller 
giving. Some surprising announcements 
may be made, but they will be made after 
1 thorough investigation. 

The use of the funds under the | new 
plan is not limited to the United States. 
The information gained through the com- 
missioners recently sent by the University 
ef Chicago to oriental lands may serve 
as @ guide for the trustees of the founda- 
tion. Like investigations may be made in 


-other parts of the world and along en- 


tirely different lines, What the outcome 
| of the establishing of this great fund may 
| be remains to be seen. Its possibilities, 
at least, are practically limitless. 

The Carnegie foundation, the Carnegie 
institution, the Sage foundation, and the 
general education board have well defined 
objects for their consideration. The new 
Rockefeller foundation is freed from lim- 
itations. The setting aside of large 
amounts of money for philanthropy has 
ceased to occasion any surprise. It is the 
breadth of the new plan which makes it 
of special interest and lends importance 
to it, 


POSTOEFICE DEPARTMENT DEFECTs. 

Chairman Weeks of the postoffice com- 
mittee of the house made some state- 
ments recently which throw light on the 
bad methods of the postoffice depart- 
ment—methods which are alone sufficient 
to account for the annual deficit. 

Mr. Weeks said that the postoffice was 
the only business he had ever known of 
where the expense ratio for employés in- 
creased faster than the business itself. 
During the last nine years the number of 
pieces of mail carried had doubled. So | 
had the receipts. But the force had more 
than doubled. There were more than 
twice as many railway mail clerks. The 
number of postoflfice clerks had risen from 
14,886 to 31,048, and of rural carriers 
from 1,276 to 40,499. The only offset had 
been a reduction of 16,000 in postmasters. 
The appropriation for clerks in first and 
second clase postoffices had increased 140 
per cent 

The chief of a private enterprise ex- 
pects operating expenses to increase as 
the volume of business swelle. He would 
see evidence of bad management some- 
where if he had to employ twice as many 
men to do twice as much business, With 
capable management the increase in ‘the 
number of employés should not, under any 
circumstances, exceed 75 per cent. 

Manifestly, the postoffice department is 
run without regard to system and without 
regard to the economies of operation. Mr, | 
Weeks specified briefly some of the rea- 
sons for this. * 

1. No postmaster general is in office 
long enough to become thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the service. 

2. The salaries of assistant postmasters 
general are not such as to command the 
services of the rare men who have a gen-

8. The.men who are promoted from the | 


service have expert knowledge but lack 
experience in modern business methods, 

One may ask: Why not catch e “cap- 
tain of industry,” give him a princely 
salary end let him save {it ten times over 
for the government? Mr. Weeks says re- 
gretfully it would probably be impossible 
to pay euch a man more than was paid 
the head of the department. It might, 
indeed, euffie the dignity of the political 
chief of the department if its business 
chief, who did the work, were to get five 
‘times as much pay as he did. 

But the postoffice department is ‘a great 
business institution. It will not be many 
decades before it does a business of a 
billion dollars a year. It should be put in 
the hands of a business man, after hav- 
ing been reorganized on business lines. 
Nobody would attempt to run a great 
railroad, said Mr. Weeks, in such a ‘way 
that a section boss had to report to the 
president or central office instead of to a 
division superintendent. That is the way 
the postoffice department is run. Thus 
will it continue to be run until congress 
shall give p to a plan for its reorganiza- 
tion some of the time now frittered away 
on private bills, 


er FERVENT HOPE. 

Although it is impossible to read with 
other than acute interest the testimony 
of the convicted butterine “ moonshiners ” 
in the United States District court, it is 
permissible to express the hope that the 
Hon. William J. Moxley, wholesale but- 
terine manufacturer and congressman 
from the Sixth Illinois district, will have 
quick and illuminating explanations and 
successful and convincing denials for use 
as needed, , 

It is true that soon after the new con- 
gressman took the seat to which the Hon, 
William Lorimer escorted him, the United } 
States Supreme court decided that, all 
things considered, it would not do for the 
government to return to the butterine 
manufacturer the large amount of money 
which he had paid under strenuous pro- 
test for selling a colored product, Such 
accidents will happen in spite of distin- 
guished and public spirited attorneys, and 
the electorate of the Sixth district made 
haste to forget it. 

Now, however, we have another matter 
up and Tue Trisung, which probably 
will not be accused of being moved by 
extravagant admiration for Mr. Moxley 
or for Mr. Lorimer, joins with the Re- 
publicans of the west side in the fervent 
hope that what is being told in court 
represents merely the malice of men con- 
victed of violation of law and seeking to 
besmircu an -honored name, 

If no consideration for Mt. Morley 
prompted this, regard for Senator Lorimer 
would do so, and if both these failed to 
inspire suitable sentiments, the thought 
of some 14,000 Sixth district voters would 
soften the hardest heart.

Equal suffrage does not find much favor 
with Canadian women if we are to take 
as reliable the published utterances of 
Lady-Laurier and two of her friends néw 
in this country. Lady Laurier’s objec- 
tions to the movement are purely conven- 
tional ones, The wife of Senator Jones, 
however, bases her objections on different 
grounds. Referring to the suffragettes 
she says: “I once saw a procession of 
them. They were all so frightfully ugly 
I at once saw that they could not have 
been anything else but suffragettes.” 

Tut, tut, not to mention pish tush; this 
will not do, ladies. If it comes to mere 
beauty, what is the matter with Christa- 
bel Pankhurst, as fair a maid as ever 
heaved a brick at a‘bobby? Or Mes. 
Philip Snowden, the Junolike leader of 
the nonmilitant group. Coming no nearer 
home than New York, will Mrs. Jones 
dare question the beavty of Mrs. Bel- 
mont, or Mrs. Mackay, or Carrie Chap- 
man Catt?

T a moment when the United States government } 


is being urged to acquire the ownership of 

mansions in various foreign capitale for use as 

permanent quarters of its ambassadors and min- 

isters abroad, it may be worth while to draw 
attention to the arrangements which have for many 
years existed between France and Turkey in matters 
of this kind—arrangements which are known to only 
afew. The Turkish government ever since the Crimean 
war-—that is to say, for more than fifty-four years— 
has placed at the disposal of the French government, 
free of cost, a palatial building in Pera, the foreign 
quarter of ‘Constantinople, for the use of the French 
embassy during the winter, and has added an equally 
commodious villa, or palace, with large grounds, at 
Therapia, farther north, om the shores of the Bos- 
porus, to be used as summer quarters by the envoy 
and his staff. 

In return for this the French government houses 
the Ottoman embassy at Paris free of cost and the 
chambers vote each year a sum of $18,000 to defray 
the rent of the mansion occupied by the representa- 
tives of the syblime porte, 

King Ferdinand of Bulgaria last year offered to the 
great powers sites in his capital, free of cost, for the 
erection of permanent homes for their envoys to his 
court, and there is no doubt that the United States 
government could at any time that it wished make 
with almost any foreign government the same sort of 
arrangement that exists between France and Turkey. 

That is to say, if the American government were to 
undertake to place at the disposal of a foreign power, 
for use as its embassy at Washington, a suitable man- 
sion which it had either built, bought, or rented for 
the purpose, that power would in return undertake to 
house in a suitable fashion the United States embassy 
or legation in its capital. The advantage of this 
scheme would be that it would avert all sorts of com- 
plications arising from the ownership by the United 
States of buildings in foreign capitals. These disad- 
vantages are numerous. Thus, a district of the capital 
which is fashionable today may be quite the reverse 
twenty-five years hence; and the English government 
now finds itself under the necessity of selling, at a 
sacrifice, the mansion occupied by its embassy for the 
last thirty years at Berlin and to transfer its abode 
to new quarters, In the more fashionable Thiergarten 
neighborhood. 

eo 

The Geiman government is considering the advisa- 
bility of transferring its embassy in Paris to more 
commodious quarters than those which it owns in the 
Rue de Lille, the mansion once the home of Prince 
Eugene de Beauharnais, stepson of Emperor Napoleon, 
‘being inferior in every respect to the infinitely more 
imposing embassy buildings of Great Britain, of Italy, 
and of Austria. 

The United States government easily could find 
means of housing the foreign embassies at Washing- 
ton, and would do so with much economy of money and 
trouble if it could thereby transfer to the foreign pow- 
ers the obligation of providing suitable quarters for 
the United States embassies and legations abroad. 

There is one feature about the German embassy in 
Paris which I never have quite understood. The state 
apartments include the room formerly occupied by 
Prince Eugene de Beauharnais’ sister, Queen Hortense, 
when in Paris. It is of blue and gold and adorned 
with an immense mirror. The latter is pierced by a 
rifle bullet, which, without shattering the glass, made 
a hole through it environed by a star of some size. 

It is a memory of the commune insurrection. But 
French people do not like to be reminded of such things; 
and Emperor William, Prince Radolin, as well as Prince 
Miinster and Prince Hohenlohe, who preceded Radolin 
on the banks of the Seine as ambassadors, have shown 
so much delicacy and tact ‘ih dealings with the, 
French people that it always been a matter of sur- 
prise to me that they should have left this mirror, thus 
damaged, to serve as a souvenir of the commune to 
the French guests invited to partake of the hospitality 
of the German embassy. 

. oe 

Of course, with the meeting of parliament, the ques- 
tion of the inadequacy of room in the house of com- 
mons has been once more brought on the tapis. In the 
chamber there is, at the utmost, room for only 476 
representatives of the people, and this can only be 
secured by utilizing the side galleries, which frem the 
members’ point of view can hardly be regarded as part 
of the house. In fact, it would be out of the question 
to address the house from there. Yet the number of 
members in the house of commons is 670—that is to 
say, the accommodation is 200 short of the actual 
membership of the house, and there is in consequence 
thereof always a keen struggle for seats—a struggle 
of which the members of congress at Washington, who 
have their own separate ewivel chairs and desks, can 
form ‘no conception. 

On the opening night of the session Arthur Balfour, 
the Conservative and Unionist ex-premier, and Sir Fred- 
erick Banbury, also a Conservative, occupied seats on 
the front treasury bench, strictly reserved for minis- 
ters of the crown in office. This was due to the fact 
that Arthur Balfour and Sir Frederick Banbury are 
members for the city of London, and their presence on 
the treasury bench on the opening night of the session 
is by virtue of an ancient right conferred on the repre- 
sentatives of the city in commemoration of the part 
taken by the latter in 1642 in offering protection to the 
five members whose arrest was contemplated by King 
Charles I 

In former times—indeed, throughout the greater por- 
tion of the Victorian era-—territorial magnates and 
agricultural interests predominated in the house of 
commons. Most of the members were landowners and 
squires. Today it is lawyers Who predominate, just as 
they do in congress at Washington and in most of the 
state legislatures. In fact, of the 670 members nearly 
200 are members of the bar and solicitors, thirty of the 
number being king’s counsel. The army and navy are 
represented in the house of commons by half a hun- 
dred officers, including an admiral—namely: Lord 
Charles Beresford—and fifteen colonels. 

There are only nine members of the medical profes- 
sion in the new house of commons, but there are eligh- 
teen newspaper proprietors and a score of journalists. 
Of landowners as such, regarded as representing the 
land interests, there are barely threescore and ten. ' 

There are four members of the stock exchange the 
house, eighteen traders and shopkeepers, twenty archi- 
tects and engineers, thirteen bankers, seven colliery 
proprietors, twelve steamship owners and shipbuilders, 
and fourteen ironmasters and men engaged in the metal 
trade. Of brewers, distillers, and wine merchants there 
are thirteen; two men prominéntly identified with the 
motor car industry, forty-five sons or brothers of peers, 
and, as menjgioned the other day in these letters, a 
Congregational minister, the Rev. Silvester Horne. 


~o~ 

One word more with regard to the landed proprietors, 
whose representation in the house of commons has 
diminished so greatly. They constantly are being held 
up as failing to contribute their fair share to the rev- 
enues of the nation. Indeed, it is on this alleged 
ground that the new taxes and supertaxes projected by 
Chancellor of the Exchequer Lloyd-George have been 
based. 

Yet official returns show that during the eleven years

A quart of 
water spraying over an even cupful of finely ground 
coffee for twelve minutes will make good coffee vay 
in and day out; but the water and the coffee must be 
measured, not guessed at. You can’t measure codee 
with a spoon. 

THE percolator method is good, but the soul of the 
coffee @dcapes in the cooking. The best machine is 
the earthen pot with a reservoir above,-in which the 
coffee should be tightly packed, and through which 
the boiling water is poured, a little at a time. Final- 
ly, to get good coffee you must make it yourself. No- 
body else will take the required pains.

He said 
he believed abolition of futures would nar- 
row the market and would decrease the 
amount realized by the farmer from his 
crops. He declared it would disorganize the 


‘American trade system and cast both the 
.merchant and manufacturer from their 


“long used moorings ’”’ and set them adrift. 

“These evil effects,” said the witness, 
* would force American traders to go without 
protection or else depend upon foreign mar- 
kets, the interests of which are the reverse 
of the producers’ interests.” 

The witness declared future trading was in- 
dispensable and beneficial, and that used as 
an adjunct to the cotton business it was not 
speculation. He said it enabled the trader 
in actual cotton to avoid-speculation and 
made his business stable and safe. Mr. 
Thompson decried the bucketshop, excessive 
speculation, and the uncommercial contract 
as the evils associated with future trading 
that have brought the system into disrepute. 
All of these, he declared, could be remedied 
by congress, 


~ On a “Wrong Foundation,” 

Asked what he thought of a system of arbi- 
trary fixing of differences twice a year by a 
committee, the question being directed by in- 
ference at the New York cotton exchange 
system, the witness said he thought con- 
tracts on that basis were “‘ on a wrong foun- 
dation.” 

‘Is it possible for a coterie of New York 
traders to go on the exchange and by sys- 
tematic effort sell down the market?” asked 
Representative Burleson of Texas, sharply. 

** Yes, it is,”” Mr. Thompson admitted, and 
he explained that such things happened eud- 
denly. 

Mr. Glenny made a short statement point- 
ing out that the future operations on the 
New Orleans exchange did not iend itself to 
gambling in any way. This finished the 
hearings and the committee will proceed next 
to the consideration of the proposed legisla- 
tion in executive session. 


OKLAHOMA HOT AFTER ROADS. 


Will Have Hearing to Keep Rates Over- 
thrown by United States Cir- 
cuit Judge. 


Guthrie, Okla., March 3.—That the state of 
Oklahoma, through its corporation commis- 
sion, proposes to exhaust every power to 
retain in force the railroad rates that re- 
cently were enjoined by United States Cir- 
cult Judge Hook at St. Louis, became evi- 
dent today when the commission issued sub- 
penaes for sixteen railway officials, de- 
manding their presence in Guthrie on March 
15 as witnesses in the freight rate investiga- 
tion now in progress. 

Among those subpoenaed are: 

George J. Gould, president St. Louis, Iron Moun-

Shortage of power was held mainly respon- 
sible for the serious blockades at terminals, 
both east and west, when the heavy snows 
came. Double tracks, large cars, and ade- 
quate yard facilities proved of small avail 
where there was.not sufficient power to haul 
the trains. 

More than 300 locomotives have been or- 
dered in the last two months by roads lead- 
ing into Chicago alone, and it is estimated 
that orders have been placed for 30,000 
freight cars. The New York Central late in 
the last year ordered over 300 engines in 
one bunch, and unusually large orders have 


} béem placed by the Pennsylvania and the 


Baltimore and Ohio. 

The Pennsylvania announced yesterday it 
had ordered 100 locomotives, the Rock Isjand 
has contracted for 75, the Great Northern for 
65, the Northwestern for 25, the Alton for 13, 
the St. Louis Southwestern for 16, the Lack- 
awanne for 48, the Nickel Plate for 20, the 
Erie for 10, and the St. Pau! is building 25. 
Many more will be contracted for im the near 
future. 

Want a Show in Southwest. 

A demand for a reduction of freight rates 
to Texas and the southwest which will en- 
able Chicago and St. Louis to regain the 
business lost to eastern merchants on ac- 
count of the low water tariffs from New York 
was placed before a committee of the western 
railroads by H. C. Barlow, traffic director of 
the Chicago Association of Commerce, and 
P. W. Coyle, commissioner of the Business 
Men's league of St. Louis. 

The controversy is an old one, being 
potty ning, about by aw rate war between the 
water lines from New York to Texas which 
was inaugurated about the time that the rail- 
roads advanced their rates to Texas 10 per 
cent. The Texas Steamship company is now 
carrying first class freight from New York 
to Galveston at 25 cents a hundred pounds, 
the former rate being 85~cents, while the 
Morgan and Mallory lines have made a 50 
cent rate. The rail rate from Chicago to 
Texas is $1.67 and from 8t. Louis $1.47. 

To the appeals of shippers the roads have 
replied that it is impossible for them to meet 
the water competition, but they still have the 
matter under advisement. 


Fares to Merchants’ Meetings. 

Reduced fares to the March merchants’ 
meetings of the Chicago Association of 
Commerce will be made by the railroads from 
thé southwest on the basis of 2 cents a mile 
to St. Louls and Kansas City plus a fare 
and a half for the round trip from those cities 
to Chicago. 

Following the resignation of P. H. Houla- 
han as general manager of the Alton and 
Clover Leaf railroads, A. H. Westfall has 
been appointed general superintendent, with 
headquarters at Bloomington, effective 
March 14. The office of general manager will 
be abolished. 

The interstate commerce commission is 
asked to order the St. Louis Terminal Rall- 
road ciation lines to retstablish through 
SSuneevenla joint rates with the Manufactur- 
ers’ railway of St. Louis, in a complaint 
filed on behalf of the Manufacturers’ road. 
The other Hnes contend the Manufacturers’ 
road, operating a belt line of twenty-three 
miles, is not a common carrier and entitled 
to divisions of the through rate.

Point Ons Alleged Flaws. 

In pointing out some of the things the sen- 
ators think make-the bill ineffective, they de- 
clare it should include all corporation com- 
mon carriers, and that there is nothing to 
prevent a holding corporation from issuing 
all the stocks and bondsit may please. 

What is termed the most “ objectionable 
and harmful feature’’ is the proposed de- 
parture from the method of defending suits 
brought by carriers to make inoperative the 
orders of the commission. 

The minority senators assert that the sec- 
tion to govern consolidation of railway lines 
would permit water and pail routes to con- 
solidate, would allow a railroad to buy up 
competitive steamship Hnes, and that, in ef- 
fect, all the railroads in the United States 
could be merged under a single corporation, 
provided they would be operated by electric 
power, 


Amendments Are Favored. 

Senators Cummins and Clapp reported in 
favor of further amending the existing law 
to make all holding corporations come under 
the jurisdiction of the interstate commerce 
commission, and would make the term “*‘ com- 
mon carrier ’’ embrace all corporations hav- 
ing a controlling interest in a common car- 


rier. 
WILL PUSH ANTI-VICE WAR. 


President of Women’s Reform Organi- 
gation Will Appeal to the State’s 
Attorney. 


Mrs. Katherine. L. Wolfe, president of the 
women’s reform organization which has set 
out to wipe out Chicago's “ bad lands,” yes- 
terday said she would appeal to State's At- 
torney Wayman. 

After the women’s march on the city hall 
and interview with the mayor a month ago, 
Mrs. Wolfe wrote Gov. Deneen, asking him 
to ald in destroying the district. The gover- 
nor’s secretary, James Whittaker, replied 
and said the governor had no power to in- 
terfere in the administration of municipal 
affairs save in case of riot or great distur- 
bance. 

“TI intend to see Mr. Wayman as soon 
as possible’’ said Mrs. Wolfe last evening. 
“ After our cry for 10,000 volunteers to aid 
in the fight against vice im Chicago and the 
great work already done I intend to carry the 
work as far as I can.” 


Baltimore, Md., March 3.—All things are 
at a pause between the officials of the Balti- 
more and Ohio railroad and the committees 
representing their conductors and train- 
men, who have been in negotiation for some 
time relative to wages and service condi- 
tions. 

Today the committees notified President 
Willard that the men had rejected, almost 
unanimously, the counter proposition of the 
railroad as agatnst the demands of the men. 

President Willard has called upon Chair- 
man Knapp of the interstate commerce com- 
mission and Commissioner of Labor Charles 
P. Neill to act as mediators, and one or both 
will be in Baltimore tomorrow. Should they 
fail to bring the parties together, arbitra- 
tion under the Erdman act probably will 
be resorted to. 


Postpone Action Till March 5. 

Presidents Garretson and Lee of the unions 
concerned have notified the mediators that 
they will postpone all action until) March 
5, to allow time for the exercise of their 
friendly offices. Should these promise re- 
sults it is safe to say that the committee- 
men will give a reasonable extension of time 
before declaring a strike. 

Railroads officials throughout the east are 
looking with especial interest upon the strug-' 
gle and it was reported tonight that some 
of them have urged the B, & O., to fight to 
the last ditch, promising aid in men and 
money. : 

Pay Concessions Trifling. 

The counter proposition of the Baltimore 
and Ohio in response to the demands of the 
men, it is said, conceded compliance with the 
law in hours of labor, but the concessions as 
to pay were so trifling as to amount practic- 
ally to a flat refusal in that regard. 

It is intimated, however, that President 
Willard is not irrevocably opposed te grant- 
ing further concessions and that the unions 
probably wil] not hold out for absolutely full 
compliance with their original demands. 
While this gives hope that a strike may be 
averted, such a result is regarded as inevit- 
able unless the railroad modifies its counter 
proposition materially. 


Trainmen Given Raise. 

Springfield, Il., March 3.—As the result of 
a conference held today between Executive 
Officer Ramsey and General Superintendent 
Schaff of thé Chicago, Peoria and St. Louis 
railroad and @ committee of the transporta- 
tion department employés, the railroad com- 
pany will raise the wages of the passenger 
conductors $12.50 a month,'the freight con- 
ductors $11 a month, the passenger brakemen 
$6.50 a month, and the freight brakemen $7.50 
a month.

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STAGE TRIES OUT 
~ FORWARD PASSES 
Modifications of Play Worked 


by Arkansas Squad Give 
Fine Results. 


FASTER AND SAFER GAME. 


Trials Demonstrate That Num- 
ber of Men to Receive Ball 
Must Be Limited. 


BY WALTER H. ECKERSALL. 

Fayetteville, Ark., March 3.—[Special.}—In 
his experiments with the University of Ar- 
kansas football squad Coach Stagg of the 
University of Chicago today hit upon modifi- 
cations of the forward pass, which, if adopt- 
ed by the rules committee at its next meet- 
ing on March 25, will mean a safer, simpler, 
and saner game of football. 

Stagg today confined his tests entirely to 
the forward pass and having the men tackle 
with one foot on the ground. His solution 
of the former test worked out to a nicety, 
and on the face of the new modifications it 
seems reasonanble to believe his suggestions 
will carry a@ deal of weight at the coming 
meeting. 

The Midway mentor’s tests this afternoon 
demonstrated clearly two things. First, that 
if the ball is passed forward over the line of 
scrimmage, the players to receive it must be 
limited to those on the ends of the line, and 
secondly, that the defense would be unable 
absolutely to cope with a forward pass at- 
tack if the men back of the line as well as 
the ends were eligible to receiwe the throw. 

In his experiments with the pass Stagg tried 
his own suggestion of having the oval a free 
ball while it was in the air after being passed 
forward. If the ball struck the ground 
without touching a pjayer of either team 
it belonged to the defending team until one of that 
side touched it. After that it was public property. 
If in the course of the ball’s flight through the air 
a member of either team touched it it became free 
and was the property of the team recovering it. 


Ball in Play Continually. 


The teams were sent through a hard fifteen min- 
ute period without a word being said by Stagg or 
Bezdek. In this time the ball was in play con- 
tinually; there wes no penalization for an incom- 
pleted forward pass,-a thing which has become 
tiresome to followers of the sport. There was 
little or no body checking, a feature to which a 
number of casualties and injuries was laid last 
season. There was some protection afforded the 
end for whom the pass was meant by linemen on 
the other side of the line, and the contest in gen- 
eral became simpler and faster at the same time, 
permitting strategy by use of the forward pass 
and other football variations which any good 
coach can evolve easily. 

Not since the old game was shelved in 1905-06 
has such fast work been seen on a gridiron, and 
this by a team which is not in the best physical 
condition and not coached to the heights of foot- 
ball perfection as those teams which struggle for 
glory in thei latter part of the fall. The large 
crowd which turned out today to witness the ex- 
periments stood around in open eyed amazement 
at the fast, snappy playing of the squad which 
won the championship of the southwest. Zven 
the players were surprised at the results of the 
na plays which were reeled off in rapid fire 
style. 


Experiment with Forward Pass. 


At the start of the afternoon's work Stagg began 
testing the forward pass. At first he inetructed 
the teams to use the pass entirely with the players 
on the ends of the line and those back of it eligible 
to receive it. The passer was allowed to throw it 
over the Hne anywhere without regard for the five 
yard zone. After giving the teams four or fivé for- 
mations they were ordered: to put on their armor 
and go at it. They also were told to tackle with 
one foot on the ground, thus eliminating the flying 
tackle. It did not take long for Stagg to realize 
that the defensive team would be unable to combat 
such an attack. On the offensive team there were 
five men eligible to receive the pass. while on the 
defensive eleven there were practically three play- 
rs In @ position to meet It. the halfbacks and quar- 
ter. It was evident that a pass could be made 
easily to any one of the eligible players, and that 
a team well versed in this feature would be an 
easy winner over a team not so well coached in 
the use of the pass. Then the idea of having 
the ends only eligible to receive the pass was tried 
and its success was soon apparent. The scheme 
of keeping the ball in play at all times was tried 
from the beginning and it met with hearty ap- 
proval. 

No Restriction on Passer. 


With the ends only the objective points of the 
forward pass the passer was allowed to make his 
thrown from anywhere. Some of the passes went 
astray by hitting the ground, thus giving the op- 
posing team possession of the ball. Some were 
touched in the air, thus making the oval free prop- 
erty, and some were executed successfully for 
good gains, but in not a single case was either 
team benefited by the new plans. The players 
fought harder despite the warm weather and they 
were pleased to learn that the sacrifice which they 
certainly are making for the best interests of foot- 
ball is doing some good. 

The new ideas, tried today for the first time itn 
a crude way, will be tested thoroughly again to- 
morrow, and it may be that better ones will be 
discovered. This, however, seems hardly possible, 
as the experiments today produced a game that 
was a pleasant surprise to the experts and the 
laity. If Stagg does not hit upon better plans 
in his forward pass tests it is more than likely 
the results of today’s tests will be accepted, as 
several of the rules committee apparently are in 
favor of abolishing the play. As today’s trials 
restrict the number of men to receive the ball, it. 
seems reasonable to believe the forward pass, if” 
adopted under these conditions, will not be as pop-,- 
ular ag in the past. 


Stagg Well Satisfied. 


At the conclusion of the tests Stagg expressed 
keen satisfaction with the results. and it is likely 
that before. he leaves here he will have accom~ 
plished enough in actual tests to convince the rules 
committee that some of his suggestions are golu- 
tions to some of the vexing football problems. 
Further teats will be made tomorrow with the for- 
ward pass in the hope of polishing off the play to 
insure its adoption. It may be that a regular game 
will be played in which the forward pass will be 
used extensively, the men bucking the line without 
being pushed or pulled on interference plays, and 
the tackling done with one foot on the ground.

220,000,000 bu last year. In the last ten years 
the reserve has ‘been larger than now only three

St. Louls wired Bennett: ‘* The first 1610 crop 
bulletin of the Oklahoma state board of agri- 
culture was issued on Wednesday.

and statistics collected by it demonstrate that. 
under normal conditions, and with elevgtors in 
which grain is accurately weighed in and out 
under vigilant supervision—as is the case at Bal- 
timore—abstraction or deduction from the actual 
amount of grain weighed in is unnecessary, whether 
taken openly, under the name of ‘ scalage,’ or not.
